Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
1. Claims 37-56, drawn to a method of manufacturing document storage containers, 

classified in class 493, subclass 476. 
XL Claims 57-65, drawn to a method of manufacturing trackable document storage 

containers wherein the identification information includes patient identification 

data, classified in class 493, subclass 480. 

III. Claims 66-88, drawn to a method of manufacturing trackable document storage 
containers with a second blank document container, classified in class 493, 
subclass 947 

IV. Claim 89, drawn to a method of manufacturing trackable document storage 
containers without a passive radio fi-equency identification tag, classified in class 
493, subclass 13. 

IIV. Claims 90-100, drawn to a document storage container, classified in class 206. 

VI. Claim 101, drawn to a method for tracking document storage containers with the 
use of computer, classified in class 700. 
The inventions are distinct, each firom the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions Group VI and Groups MIV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs. 
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modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different 
inventions as disclosed in group IV does not require nor disclose the Kmitations of groups I-III. 

Inventions Group IIV and Groups I-IV are related as process of making and product 
made. The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) that the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). 
In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different 
process such as one with no need for the step of using a passive radio frequency identification 
tag including a microelectronic memory and control transponder chip and an antenna. 

Inventions Group IV and Groups I-III are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utiHty by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the 
instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination 
as claimed because the combination does not require to have the radio frequency identification 
tag as a passive radio firequency includes a microelectronic memory and control transponder chip 
and an antenna nor the identification information includes client identification data. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as the radio firequency identification tag as a passive

Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentabiUty, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the 
instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination 
as claimed because the combination does not require to have the step of die cutting a second 
blank document container from document container stock. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as the step of die cutting a second blank document container from document 
container stock. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. 
See MPEP § 821 .04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or 
divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable 
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in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Inventions Group I and Group II are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the 
instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination 
as claimed because the combination does not require to have the step of using the identification 
information including cUent identification data nor printing a bar code with identification 
information on the document container stock. The subcombination has separate utility such as 
the step of using the identification information including client identification data and printing a 
bar code with identification information on the document container stock 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending fi-om or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. 
See MPEP § 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or 
divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable 
in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant appUcation. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
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inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
